Nurses, States 
Harbor Director

"There is no unemploy­ 
ment among graduates of 
the vocational nursing pro­ 
gram of Los Angeles Harbor 
College," states Roberta 
Llndberg, director of voca­ 
tional nursing at the Wilm- 
ington institution. "There 
are many more job opportu­ 
nities in the local hospitals 
and health agencies than 
there are nurses available."

Requirements for becom-j 
ing a vocational nurse are, 1 
being between 18 and 50 
years of age with a tenth 
grade education or equiva­ 
lent, and a sincere desire to 
serve those suffering from 
illness, or physical or men­ 
tal disabilities. Other quali­ 
fications are that prospec­ 
tive students must make ap­ 
plication for admission to 
the college, and take the 
entrance examination, fol­ 
lowed by a ̂ personal inter­ 
view with a* member of the 
college nursing staff.

The vocational nursing 
course, which lasts for three 
semesters, qualifies a grad­ 
uate to take the state exam 
ination to become a license^ 
vocational nurse.
